In foreign affairs, Truman has had a 
positive record of achievement, thanks to 
the essential co-operatiun of a patriotic 
Republican, Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg 
of Michigan. The Seventy-ninth Congress 
approved the United Nations Charter, the 
Bretton Woods Monetary Agreement, the 
$3,760,000,000 loan to Great Britain and 
extended the Reciprocal Trade Agreement 
law for two years. The Republican Eightieth 
Congress approved the President's Greek- 
Turkish aid recommendation, the Marshall 
Plan ard substantially increased the armed 
‘orces appropriations.

Soviet Union. The President has emphasized 
that the appointments did not mean a 
change in our approach to the Russian 
problem. Actually there will probably be 
some change in methods because every Sec- 
retary of State has his own techniques. 


The writer was informed by a well- 
informed Administration official that the 
Vinson mission, had it not been stopped 
by Marshall, would have represented no 
change in our policy. Aside from the 
political timing of the announcement, 
Truman thought there was a bare prohba- 
bility that such a high official as Chief 
Justice Vinson, known to be an intimate 
of the President, could persuade Stalin 
and the Politburn that they were wrong 
in thinking (1) that this country was 
headed for an economic collapse, (2) that 
this country would refuse to put up the 
huge sums needed for foreign aid and 
military preparations, and (3) that we 
would abandon our policy of Communist 
containment. Our Ambassador, Walter 
Bedell Smith, had repeatedly given this 
information to the Kremlin before the 
Vinson mission was conceived and has 
emphasized it afterwards at every op- 
portunity. 

Although no other mission by one of 
our highest officials is contemplated, Tru- 
man still hopes that in some way the 
Kremlin can be made to understand that

HEN Harry . Truman is inaugurated 
W President of the United fStates next 

Thursday he will follow a pattern 
begun by George Washington -ad continued 
through the history of the nation. Neither 
the Constitution nor the laws of Congress 
specify the manner in wh'*h the *-esident 
should be inducted into the most powerful 
office in the world. 

The Constitution is content to set down 
the oath taken by the incomirg President: 

“I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that 
I will faithfully execute the Office of 
President of the United Stater, and will 
to the best. of my ability, preserve, pro- 
tect and defend the Constitution of the 
United States.” 

As the f.rst Presid-nt, Wishington was 
neturally called upon to ta«e actions which 
were precedent-making. Vice President John 
Adams was fond of pomp and ceremony but 
he was opposed by such arch-proponents of 
democratic forms as William Maciay, one of 
Pennsylvania's first Senators. Everlastingly 
dignified, Washington would have none of 
the grandeur which some rersons proposed. 

He took the oath of effice in New York 
( ty, the temporcry capital, on April 30, 
1789. The inau_ural creme y began as 
early as 9 o’cloc’ *: ths morning with ap- 
propriate religious services. Three hours 
later troops paraced before the spectators 
and at 12:30 the President-elect wr: driven 
slowly in a state coach to the Senate cham- 
ber in the building where now stands the 
Sub-Treasury ‘wilding on Vll street. 
George Washington stepped out to the bal- 
eeny where Chancellor Robert R: Living- 
ston of New York administered the pre- 
scribed oath. Then President Waschington 
returned to the Senate chamber where, in 
a most serious mood, he delivered the first 
inaugural address in the history of the 
United States. 

As he spoke he said that he was called 
by the voice of his country from his re- 
treat to take over the weighty cares of 
office. Then he set a precedent which has 
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we regard ourselves as the leader of the 
democratic forces of the world and are in 
a position to continue that leadership. 


This policy, according to the White 
House, represents no relaxation in our firm- 
ness. We hope that the Russians will 
finally understand the frcts of our eco- 
nomic life. The further hope , is that if 
the Kremlin chenges its policvy—and gives 
sure proof that there uas been a change— 
we can make accommodations. 


White House ‘“dvisers assert that the 
President's informal remarks at a Kansas 
City luncheon marked no change in our pol- 
icy. There have been vague intelligence 
reports—nothing tangible—that some Rus- 
sian leaders are willing to switch the Krem- 
lin policy. What our Government demands 
is an unmistakable sign that the Kremlin 
will live up to contructs. Truman's experi- 
ence at the Potsdam conference, where he 
thought he had reached firm agreements 
with Stalin, and the controversy over Ber- 
lin, have made this Government exceedingly 
skeptical of Russian pledges. 

The “ussian problem is pressing for more 
than economic reasons. More than three 
years have elapsed since Truman, at Pots- 
dam, told Stalin that we were using a new 
weapon against the Japanese. At the time, 
the Fussian general'ssimo showed little in- 
terest in the information. Since then the 
Soviets have given top priority to atomic 
energy. It may be that within the four 
years of the Truman administration they 
will have learned the secrets of fissionable 
power and acquired the skill and materials 
to make atom bombs. When the Russians 
have\ these weapons, their attitude is likely 
to become more aggressive. 

If President Truman, through his own 
efforts or those of the United Nations, 
can bring about an understanding with 
Soviet Nussia that will end the threat of 


since been followed, his invocation of the

“it would be peculiarly improper,"’ he 
pointed out, “to omit in this first official 
act, my fervent supplications to that Al- 
mighty Being who rules over the uni- 
verse, who presides in the council of na- 
tions, and whose providential aids can 
supply every human defect, that His bene- 
diction may consecrate to the liberties 
and happiness of the people of the United 
States, a Government instituted by them- 
selves for these essential purposes; and 
may enable every instiument employed in 
its administration to execute with success, 
the functions allotted to his charge.”’ He 
went on to say that “No people can be 
bound to acknowledge and adore the In- 
visible Haid, which conducts the affairs 
of men more than the people of the 
United States."’ 


At the close of his address, he bowed. 
There followed a procession to St. Paul's 
Church. “In the evening there were grand 
fireworks. The Spanish Ambassador's house 
was adorned with transparent paintings; the 
French Minister's house was illuminated 
and had some transparent pieces; the Hall 
was grandly illuminated, and after all this 
the people went to bed,” it was recorded. 

Thomas Jefferson, March 4, 1801, was 
the first President to be inaugurated in 
Washington, D.C., which was first occupied 
by government officials as the nation’s per- 
manent capital in the summer of 1800. Jef- 
ferson was, too, the first President to whom 
the great Chief Justice, John Marshall, ad- 
ministered the oath of office. He performed 
this service for Presidents Madison, Monroe 
John Quincy Adams and Andrew Jackson. 

As Vice President, Jefferson had been 
living at Conrad's boarding house. He 
looked with disfayor upon all pomp and 
ceremony, and he walked from his house 
to the Capitol to participate in the cere- 
monies provided for the day. In his pre- 
pared inaugural address he expressed his 
strong faith in democracy, in the people and 
in the American form of government as 
provided by the Constitution. The pro- 
found be.iefs in American institutions, ex- 
pressed by Jefferson in his First Inaugural, 
deserve to be read again and again for they 
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place in history is assured for him. 

Truman is Zar from unconcerned with 
history, which he reads avidly. He was 
especially pleased when he was given a set 
of Toynbee’s six-volume “A Study of His- 
tory,”” which he told friends would afford 
him a lot of pleasure. 


Problems in Congress 
S a corollary to the impressive Demo- 
A cratic victory the Repulican and 

Dixiecrat defeats will make it easier for 
acceptance of the Truman programs by the 
Eighty-first Congress with leas effective op- 
position from those forces that opposed 
them in the Seventy-ninth and Eightieth 
Congresses. 

Truman will have the rare benefit of a 
second honeymoon with Congress. In the 
first era of good feeling after the death of 
Roosevelt, the country was still at war, with 
military d international problems fore- 
most. It was not the time for him to make 
the most of the congressional support avail- 
able for his domestic plans. 

The present honeymoon is not expected 
to last more than six months. “he next 
100 days will be the test of whether he 
will get congressional approval of a sub- 
stantial start on his domestic programs 
of social welfare. Roosevelt had a sim- 
jlar second chance after his overwhelm- 
ing victory in 1986 but he lost it by think- 
ing he could force an overwhelming Dem- 
ocratic Congress to accept his Supreme 
Court packing plan. There is no evi- 
dence that Truman will so badly mis- 
judge the election returns. 

His three recent messages to the, new 
Congress revealed a change in tactics for 
carrying out his broad strategy. His pre- 


vious communications had been detailed and

are timeless and non-partisan. 


He pointed out that, although the will of | 


majority is to prevail, the minority pos- 
sesses equal rights which would not be 
violated. Speaking directly to his listeners 
he made a strong plea for unity. “Let us, 
then, fellow citizens, unite with one heart 
and one mind. Let us restore to social in- 
tercourse that harmony and affection with- 
out which Liberty and even life itself are 
but dreary things. And let us reflect that, 
having banished from our land that re- 
ligious intolerance under which mankind 
so long bled and suffered, we have yet 
gained little if we countenance a political 
intolerance as despotic, as wicked, and 
capable of as bitter and bloody persecu. 
tions.” 

He pleaded that every difference of 
opinion is not a difference of fundamental 
principle, that ‘“‘W2 have called by different 
names breth~-en of the same rprincipie.”’ 


Then, with great seriousness, he ex- 
claimed: “If there be any among us who 
would wish to disselse this Union or. to 
change its republican form, let them stand 
undisturbed as monuments of the safety 
with which error of opinion may be tol- 
erated where reason is left free to com- 
bat it.” 


He referred to our government as ‘“‘the 
world’s best hope’ and the “atrongest gov- 
ernment on earth,” and “the only one 
where every man, at the call of the law, 
would fly to the standard of the law and 
would meet invasions of the public order 
as his own personal concern.” 

Sixty years later, March 4, 1861, a Preai- 
dent was again to be inaugurated after an 
extremely bitter campaign of needless 
abuse. Before Lincoln had taken the presi- 
dential oath, delegates from seven Southern 
states had esiablished a rebel government, 
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insistent. In writing a record of issues for 
the 1948 campaign, Truman was more con- 
cerned about putting. the Republicans and 
conservative Democrats on the spot than 
on pushing for enactment of his proposals 
for improvement of the lot of low-income 
families. During the next four years, he 
and the Democratic Congressmen must per- 
form as wel’ as promise ‘f they are to con- 
tinue in author ty. 

Aside from the legislation, such as rent 
control, reciprocal trade agreements, con- 
sumer credits, that expires within the next 
six months, the President did not express 
any priorities for handling individual items 
of his legislative recommendations. 
White House aids explain that as a prac. 
tical matter, he could not lay down a 
public time-table of “must” legislation 
without antagonizing groups Whose Dbopes 
would have to be deferred. They further 
explain that under the congressional com- 
mittee system, various administration bills 
will be ‘considered simultaneously so that 
they can be brought on the floor for debate 
within the next two or three months. 

They expect to get repea. of the Taft- 
Hartley law antl amendment of the old 
Wagner Act within cour or five weeks; 
a housing Sillk—on which comprehensive 
hearings have already been held—within 
a month or so; federal aid to education 
and a broadened social ‘security law this 
session. They even think there is a good 
chance for enactment of a national health 
insurance program. Increased taxes prob- 
ably will have to wait until the March 15 
returns have been tabluated. 

These aids are probably correct in ob- 
serving that a time-table could uot be made 
public, but as a matter of practical parlia- 
mentary tactica, the President will have to

Lincoln was satisfied that this country 
belonged to the people and that “Whenever 
they shall grow weary of the existing Gov- 
ernment,’ they can amend it or overthrow 
it. He called on the country to have con. 
fidence in the ultimate justice of the people 
in whose hands, not his, rested the mo- 
mentous issue of civil war. 

Four years later, wlarch 4, 1865, Lincoln 
delivered his brief Second Inaugural after 
four years of war but at a time when the 
national government could see victory just 
around the corner. His last sentence is 
one of the most quoted Lincoln utterances. 
It bears continual repetition: 


“With malice toward none, with firm- 
ness in the right as God gives us to see 
the right, let us strive on to finish the 
work we are in, to bind up the nation's 
wounds, to care for him who shall have 
borne the battle and for his widow and 
his orphan, to do all which may achieve 
and cherish a just and lasting peace 
among ourselves and with all nations.” 
The times were again critical when, 
March 4, 1933, Franklin D. Roosevelt took 
the oath of office as President of the United 
States. World-wide economic maladjustment 
did not escape the United States. With a 
serious expression on his face, the President 
spoke deliberately and, as he said, frankly 
and boldly. One could see the faces of the 
audien®e light up as be went on to say: 
“So first of all let me assert my firm 
belief that the only thing we have to fear 
fs fear itself—nameless, unreasoning, un- 
terror which parelyzes needed 
efforts to convert retreat into advance.” 
Franklin D. Roosevelt broke numerous 
precedents. The invocation to the Deity in’ 
Washington's First Inaugural, however, was 
a precedent that he followed. The last two 
sentences of Roosevelt's First -Inaugural 
were: “In this dedication of a nation we 
humbly ask the blessing of God. May He 
May He 


guide me in the days to come.” 


‘WHAT I THINK IS RIGHT’ 


N December, 1946, after the devas- 
| tating Democratic defeat of the 

month previous, President Truman 
told Raymond P. Brandt, Chief Wash- 
ington Correspondent of the. Post- 
Dispatch, that he intended to “have 
more fun" than any President ever 
had. 

The Gallup poll at that time showed 
that Truman's “popularity” had de- 
creased from « hig. of 87 per cent, ia 
May, 1945, to an abysmal 32 per cent.

Continues Brandt: “Truman pro- 
ceeded on that premise during the 
Fightieth Congress, at Democratic 
Conrention and throughout the cam- 
paign. He was “illing to go down 
fichting for hat he elleved. Had he 
been licked, he would have been a 
good loser. He wen, and ~ far has 
prov: himself what is more remark- 
able—a gc inner,”

T HERE is no ~uvestion about Truman's

It 
arose from Truman's experience as chaire 
man of the Senate War Investigating Come 
mittee, when he was told by the manage~ 
ment groups that existing plants could supe 
ply all the aluminum needed for war. Time 
proved that private enterprise could not do 
the job and the ( >»vernment had built the 
new plants. Now ali that capacity is being 
absorbed in ‘- country’s expanding econ- 
ony. 

To back up their chief, Wh.:.e House aids 
assert that they cannot un¢corstand why 
business is afraid of Truman. They point 
out that eorporation profits rose from « 
record-breakin~ 12.5 billion dollars in 1946, 
to 18.5 billion dollars in 1947 and to more 
than 21 Dillion do.lars in 1948, all after 
taxes. 


Those | figures and the demon- 
strable fact that the standard of lMving 
for all the people is at a rcw bigu are sub- 
mitted by the White House as proof that 
Truman's adr:'x{stration ef domestic affairs 
has npt been a failure.

Man vs. The Company 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: F 

Judge George H. Moore added to his 
stature as a public servant when he not 
only imposed a prison sentence upon a 
man charged with embezzlement but re- 
buked the bank that contributed to the 
man’s delinquency by paying shamefully 
low wages ($205 a month after 26 years 
—Editor's note). 

There is a heap of crime provoked by 
individuals and corporations with too 
much money and too little conscience. 
And the remedy will not come by wait- 
ing until those who bask in privilege 
and wield arbitrary power are ready to 
do justly. 

A corporation is a legal, not a moral, 
entity. Corporations do not have souls 
and consciences, although we may not 
minimize the importance of the moral 
stature of the men who create the legal 
bodies called corporations. But because 
so many money-centered corporate 
bodies in our civilization grasp for and 
wield tremendous social power, they 
must be controlled and disciplined by 
other corporate powers. 


It can be done by the people partly 
through government, and that is a part 
of the meaning of the November elec- 
tions. 

It can be done more tmmediately and 
with more respect to individual recog- 
nition through corporate bodies called 
labor unions. Bank employes and all 
other white collar workers will never 
get their just share of the economic 
goods produced by workers and capital 
until they organize and join forces with 
other organized workers. 

When a man goes to the grocery store 
or has to pay a doctor bill or must keep 
a date with the landlord and tax col- 
lector, it is the kind of money he has in 
his pocket and not the color of his shirt 
that counts. White collar workers pay 
pretty dearly for their aloofness from the 
steel worker, the coa! miner, the printer, 
the carpenter and all the rest of their 
fellow-workers. 

Organized labor in the United States 
is fast coming of age. Much of its lead- 
ership is enlightened and statesmaniike, 
its ways democratic, its attitudes socially 
responsible. So much so is this the case 
that for all workers, whatever the color 
of their shirts or skirts, or the nature 
of their work, alert co-operative mem- 
bership in an enlightened labor union 
comes near to being a mark of respon- 
sible citizenship. 

For all bankers and their underpaid 
employes and aij) the rest of us there is 
a verse in the Bible that we might well 
paste in our hats as the Fair Deal gets 
under way in a world where the out- 
look is far from fair. It is a prayer 
from Proverbs 30:8-9: “Give me neither 
poverty nor riches, feed me with the 
food that is needful for me; lest I be 
full and deny Thee and say, who is the 
Lord? Or lest I be poor, and steal, and 
take the name of my God in vain.”

For example, at a time when 
Bell companies throughout the country are seek- 
ing rate increases, pleading rising costs, two 
voluntary price reductions have been made by 
Western Electric. Last January there was a 
price reduction of 5 per cent and it was fol- 
lowed in June by a cut of 3.6 per cent. To- 
gether these reductions amounted to $70,000,000 
a year. 


Frustration of the States. 


Here, indeed, was an impressive gesture. Yet 
it did not come quite soon enough. For years, 
state regulatory commissions have acknowledged 
a sense of deep frustration in the fixing of tele- 
phone rate bases because one of the important 
factors—the cost of equipment purchased by the 
operating companies from Western Electric— 
was outside their purview. 

They suspected the cost was too high, but 
they had no means of proving it because West- 
ern Electric is not classed as a public utility, 
and is not subject to the scrutiny of state com- 
missions. But. what the commissions could not 
attack individually, they decided to attack collec- 
tively through the National Association of Rail- 
road and Utility Commissioners. This associa- 
tion has no sctnitie in law, but it has influence 
in public opinion. 


Last year, after a preliminary inquiry into 
Western Electric, the association recommended 
a full-dress investigation; to cost a million dol- 
lars, arguing that it would be bread cast upon 
the waters. After the two voluntary price cuts 
were announced, Richard G. Baumhoff of the 
Post-Dispatch reported: Some of the persons 
connected with the National Association of Rail- 
road and Utilfy Commissioners felt that the 
twe 1948 price cuts constituted at least a partial 
measure of success for their efforts to bring out 
detailed facts about this manufacturing business. 


What the FCC Found © 


However, suspicion about Western Electric 
goes back much farther than the collective 
action of the state commissioners. In its monu- 
mental report on the telephone industry of 1939, 
the Federal Communications Commission made 
an incisive analysis of Western Electric methods, 
and its relation to the A. T. & T. It pointed 
out that Western's prices for telephone appa- 
ratus and equipment have “an appreciable influ- 
ence on the cost of telephone service.” It found 
that Western's accounting methods do not pro- 
vide the basis for accurate judgment as to 
whether its prices are fair or whether its profits 


are reasonable. 


comparisons with other man 

Two remedial methods were suggested by the 
FCC: One that competition be established among 
telephone manufacturers; the other that Western 
Electric be brought under public regulation. 


Two Surprising Points 

The Justice Department has chosen the first 
method. Finding that A. T. & T. owns Western 
Electric and that Western Electric has a near- 
monopoly on the manufacture of the equipment 
used by the Bell companies, it wants a separa- 
tien. It wants, also, the opening of patents to 
independent companies on a “reasonable royalty 
basis” so they may be able to compete with 
Western Electric. 

In the course of its petition, the Justice De- 
partment makes a point which may come as a 
surprise to those who have been bemused into 
believing that the American telephone mo- 
nopoly, with all its brains and resources, is 
incapable of human weakness. The Justice De- 
partment charges that the Bell System has 

developed its own very expensive automatic 

system even though less expensive and more 


efficient equipment was available from an 
independent manufacturing concern. 


This is a commentary on the vaunted inven- 


tiveness of the Bell Laboratories, a joint opera- 
tion of the A. T. & T. and Western Electric. 
A further commentary that will surprise many 
people is the Justice Department's charge that, 
though the present common hand telephone :set 
was developed in 1910, it was not made d- 
ard equipment until 1927. Sweden and other 
European countries were using the hand set 
long before it was granted by A. T. & T. to pro- 
gressive America. Why? 


How to Deal With Bigness 


Just as the United States Government is suf- 
fering from giantism and needs the microscopic 
scrutiny of a Hoover committee, the same mal- 
ady has apparently attacked the great American 
telephone monopoly. Just as certain government 
departments need to be reclassified and re- 
arranged, so should the relationship between 
A. T. & T. and Western Electric be altered in 
the public interest. In an industry which by its 
very nature is subject to regulation, Western 
Electric is an uncharted No-Man’s Land. 

This is not to inveigh against bigness as such. 
It would be ridiculous for this eountry to be 
served by a thousand or ten thousand uninte- 
grated telephone companies. It would be to 
forfeit the good service we are now getting. But 
we have got to learn how to deal with bigness— 
bigness in government as well es bigness in 
industry—and to prevent the abuses which fol- 
low so inevitably in the train of untrammelled 


power. 


Medal for Judge Harper 

Some kind of medal should be struck for 
Judge Roy Harper. For a year and a half, his 
tenure on the local Federal bench has been as 
shaky as a missionary on a cannibal island. 
Three times President Truman vainly sent his 
name to the Senate for confirmation and for 
many months the Judge was subject to investi- 
gation by Senator Donnell. Last summer, the 
Judge even had to go without pay and didn't 
know where his next meal or his next decision 
was coming from. You see, the Republicans ex- 
pected to fill his job with one of their own num- 
ber. All this while, Judge Harper was under 
the warm and sympathetic wings of that old judi- 
cial brood hen, George Moore. But, what with 
November election and his fourth nomination by 
the President, Judge Harper, like Chanticleer, 
can now greet the dawn with a lusty crow of 
his own. 
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“Dirty Business”: Justice Holmes 

In the name of protecting the national secur- 
ity, Attorney General Tom Clark is asking Con- 
gress to make wholesale revisions in the espio- 
nage laws. Among his requests is that wire-tap- 
ping be legalized. 

The only possible basis on which this pro- 
posal on wire-tapping could be made is that the 
failure to admit such evidence has seriously 
handicapped the Department of Justice in the 
prosecution of key spy cases. If this is so, Mr. 
Clark's department has not demonstrated it to 
the country. 

“Dirty business” was what the late Justice 
Holmes called wire-tapping. That was in his 
famous dissent in the 1928 Olmstead case. When 
federal] agents violated the ban on wire-tapping 
in the State of Washington to obtain prohibi- 
tion convictions, the great jurist said that it 
“was less an evil that some criminals should 
escape than that Government should play an 
ignoble part.” 

Justice Brandeis wrote a creed for govern- 
ment in the same case: 


Decency, security and liberty alike de- 
mand that officials shall be subjected to the 
same rules of conduct that are commands

Of 
course, they probably were good for the author's 
ego if his—or her—feet and stomach were equal 
to the test. But it’s hard to see how they could 
have been expected to sell a book since just 
about all of the guests had already received «a 
free copy. As for the thought that a free binge 
might produce more favorable reviews, let it 
perish!

AJOS ZILAHY, a Hungarian

the American public up to the 
present even though he is the

teen plays several of which have 
been translated into English. 
Publication of “The Dukays” 
(Prentice-Hall) should = rectify 
this situation measurably for it 
le obviously the product of a 
liberally endowed, comprehend- 
ing and humanistic mind. “The 
Dukays”’ an omnibus of 
human = experience—intellectual, 
_ gppiritual and carnal — but it 
doesn’t stagger you by § its 
weight. Indeed it doesnt stag- 
ger you at all.

Just recently, Sec- 
retary of Defense Forrestal’s an- 
nual report redirected attention 
to the scientist with the state- 
ment that the United States has 
a “fair margin of superiority in 
practically every technical area 
of weapon development.”

ERE, in two volumes, is the 
H etticia Soviet “answer” to 

the documents released some 
months ago by the American State 
Department, relating to the con- 
clusion of the Nazi-Soviet pact 
which just preceded the out- 
break of World War II. The 
Soviet ‘‘answer'’’ consists of vari- 
ous staté@ papers, mostly Ger- 
man, relating. in the first place, 
to the Munich period, and also 
to various other British attempts 
to reach an “understanding” 
with Nazi Germany. 

The Soviet-released doc u- 
ments are, of course, intended 
as propaganda. This reviewer 
has no means of knowing 
whether these documents are 
genuine, or if they are edited 
in a misleading manner.

of 1849, and to them he has ap- 
plied all the experiences and ad- 
ventures noted in the diaries 
and journals he explored. This 
unique undertaking comes off 
well. In fact, one writing a 
novel of those days when Cali- 
fornia was wrested from the 
solitudes could hardly do better 
than to study “Forty-Niners’”’ 
for a long time. This is one of 
the finest books yet written on 
the vast westward migration 
which veered off from Soda 
Springs in Idaho to Nevada and 
thus to the Golden Gate.

Good-natured ribbing might 
have been the motive first, and 
Davidson, turning away once after 
having told the Kansas coach to 
keep quiet, even grinned. But the 
veteran official, himself a former 
/coach locally, found nothing 
funny”in those last long seconds. 

Davidson Struck by Ball. 

The situation was tense and play 
furious as Washington, trailing by 
four points, guarded closely in a 
last-ditch effort to pry loose the 
ball. Then .Dave Pearce of the 
Bears committed @ personal foul. 
The violation was called by David- 
son just as Coach Allen and 
Trainer Nesmith bounded onto the 
floor, yelling at the official.

“Enns shouldn't have thrown 
that ball,” Allen commented after- 
ward. 

Davidson said he thought the 
veteran Kansas coach had started 
a swing at him, and there was no 
mistaking that the little official 
waded in for action. 

Davidson's Mistake. 

“My biggest mistake,” Davidson 
said later, “was that I didn’t call 
more than one technical foul at 
that point.” 

To Blair Gullion, coach of the 
defeated Bears, “it was a well- 
officiated game.” 

Speaking of the game—yes, 
there was one—the Bears, in Gul- 
lion’s judgment, lost it early when 
cold shooting eyes and stout Kan- 
sas defensive play kept Washing- 
ton from scoring a field goal in 
the first eight minutes.

After serving minor prison terms and paying fines 
for printing and distributing anti-Franco propaganda, 
the Duchess got into her worst jam with Franco in 
January 1946, when she was arrested for inciting Span- 
ish students to rebellion. Seized in a street near ,the 
University of Madrid where stadents were demonstrat- 
ing against, an order requiring examinations ef a 
student’s whole career as a requirement for a degree, 
the militant Maria drew a fine of 500,000 pesetas, about 
$45,000. Previously she had been arrested and fined 
- 250,000 pesetas on charges of “fomenting manifestation 
of propaganda.”

@ UNDER “HOUSE ARREST” after she was released from 
prison because of ill health, the Duchess ignored Franco's 
orders that she was not to leave her home. When a young 
Monarchist, a co-defendant on charges of conspiracy to over- 
throw the Franco regime, died in jail, the Duchess cried, “I'm 
going to my friend's funeral and nothing is going to stop me.” 
At the funeral, Franco spies reported, the Duchess shovted 
seditious comments and turned the obsequies into a royalist 
demonstration. The next day Franco police searched the 
Duchess home and found a large automatic pistol. Ignoring 
the doctor’s statement that the rebellious royalist could not 
again undergo prison routine because of her health, the police 
decided Luisa Maria must go back to jail. 
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@ AUTHORITIES CONSIDERED TAKING her this time 
to the Yeserias Prison for Men. On previots sojourns in 
the Women’s Prison she had kept that institution in a state 
of continuous uproar and, despite all rules, had refused to wear 
prison garb and went determinedly about in slacks. But con- 
sidering what even greater commotion the Duchess might stir 
up in the men’s prison, the authorities returned her to the 
Women’s Prison. The Duchess had already spent nine months 
in the jug when she came to trial the last week in December. 
So when the judges handed down the sentence of a year in 
prison for treason, they lopped off the already served time 
and in three months Luisa Maria will once more be free to 
pursue her defiance of the little dictator. 
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@ AT THE TRIAL, THE BATTLING beauty wore a beige 
gown, an astrakhan coat and a corsage of tea roses. But 
months in prison without benefit of a hairdresser showed that 
the lady was no natural redhead. A line at the roots of her 
hair betrayed the fact that she was badly in need of a dye-job. 
Laisa Maria's trial was a military one. It also was a quiet 
one—at the start. She answered questions quietly and with 
composure. “Yes,” she said, “I am a monarchist. Yes, I dis- 
tributed anti-Franco propaganda. Yes, I would do it again 
if set free.” But the prosecutor pushed the Duchess too far. 
“You are a monarchist,” he stormed, “but your pamphlets 
might well have been signed by the worst enemies of monarchy 
—the Communists.” The Duchess stood up, shook her fist in 
his face, and shouted, “I forbid you to compare my activities 
with those of our country’s enemies. Don’t you dare!”

A direct descendant of Hamon-Maria Narvaez, the 
first duke of Valencia and a noted warrior, Dona Luisa 
comes rightly by her appetite for a good battle.

T was my first view of the 

White House. For that matter, 

I'd never been in Washington 
before. My husband Henry and I 
got up early the before 
the inauguration and went 
through the streets straight to the 
presidential mansion, as if we'd 
lived in the capital all our lives. 
This was Mr. Roosevelt's first 
inaugural, in March 1933. We went 
up to the White House and stood 
looking through the northwest 
gate, and I felt like the old wom- 
an in the ditty, not certain if it 
were I, or somebody else. To tell 
the truth I was scared half to 
death. It was the biggest home 1 
had ever seen. 

“Like a big wedding cake,” 1 
said to Dad. “The kind with the 
white mountain frosting.” 


The White House would be a 
big responsibility, but Mrs. Roose- 
Velt had said I could do it. Alk- 

the newspapers had thought 
up & Sot of fancy titles for me, 
alopg with all the publicity about 
the new ent. “Mrs. Nesbitt— 
first housekeeper of the land.” 
“Our nation's first housekeeper.” 
“The little lady who rules the 
President.” 

After all my dreading, we just 
walked into the White House as if 
we belonged there. It was run 
informally in those days before 
the war, with no police at the 
gates, so it didn’t seem at all 
formidable. The doorman took 
my coat with the big fur collar 
and hung it over a nail in the hall 
rack and the nail went through 
the fur! It wasn't a young cout 
by any means, but I was put out. 

I made a mental note to get 
rid of those nails. But I never 
did. I would succeed in ridding 
the White House of cuspidors, 
feather dusters, and corn brooms, 
but I never did banish the nails. 
They were traditional, like so 
many other things. So I ran my 
neck into tradition my first 
minutes in the White House, and 
it was the start of a struggle that 
would last 13 years. Sometimes 
I won, but tradition won most of 
the time 

I spent the next few days trying 
to remember everything Mrs. 
Roosevelt had told me and ali I 
was finding out for myself. She 
and I had about galloped 
through the White House in one 
hour. She had given me a little 
brown leather diary, chased with 
gold, and I'd carried it about that 
first day scribbling down notes 
as we went, but it would take a 
genius to keep up with her. Later 
I got large black diaries and kept 
accounts of everybody who came 
and what they had to eat and 
so on, and a lot of the notations 
written in them were so hush- 
hush it’s hard for me to remem- 
ber now what they meant and why 
we had to be so about them 
at the time.

people busy in it, and all the desks 
and tables were heaped with pres- 
ents and flowers sent to the new 
President and his family by people 
who wished them well.
